Halifax, May 13.—Messrs Mackenzie 
ane Mann, the Canadian railway own- 
ers and contractors. concluded another 
deal in this city to-day by which they 
gain control of the Nova Scotia Central 
railway from Middleton to Lunenburg, 
a distance of seventy miles. ‘This line 
has been in operation ior a number of 
years. It was in liquidation and 
recently has been held by the Halifax 
Banking company. It runs through 
4 prosperous and thickly settled 
country and taps at Middleton, the 
Dominion Atlantic railway and at 
Bridgewater connects with the pro- 
posed south shore line from Halifax to 
Yarmouth, which Messrs. Mackenzie 
and Mann are under contract with the 
governmeat of Nova Scotia to con- 
Btruct. In addition to this railway 
Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann receive 
150,000 acres of timber iand granted 
to the original owners of the Nova 
Scotia Central by the province. This 
land will supply all the wood required 
for ties and bridges on the South Shore 
railway. The Nova Scotia Central will 
form .an important link in the Messrs. 
Mackenzie aud Mann trunk system and 
is part of the Webb-Meyer projected 
air line from Cape Breaton to Boston.

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LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 

An opportunity is at hand to send 
out a httle news. I suppose the most 
important notes should come first— 
being the case 1 will tell about the ar- 
rival of the geese. They cause more 
genuine pleasure, in the homes of the 
first famiies, than anything else that 
could happen, with the possible  ex- 
ception of another issue oi scrip. Goose 
dinners are the proper thing just 
now and many dre given, dished up 
“Any old) way” and at all hours, but 
it is easy to take. : 

For those who have never lived in 
these back places I will give some facts 
concerning the goase and his relatives, 
which may be oi interest. The third 
month of the year, that is March, is 
called in Cree Niska Peesim or goose 
moon. When an average winter oc- 
curs, that is if the season is ht late, 
the geese arrive from the south about 
that time and that means to the in- 
habitants what a “remittance from 
home” means when you have been 
Standing them all off since the last 
quarter and when all are payed you 
get. inside some new clothes and out- 
side some good grub. You are in fact 
on a par with the Indian after he hajs 
had his spring feast. In order that 
you may not think this overdrawn I 
will give you a fairly accurate list of 
how. the Indian has been living since 
last October. During the latter part 
of the month of October he “pitched 
off” to the lake to put up, for the. win- 
ter months, sufficient fish to last until 
the arrival of the welcome geese. In 
some cases they were successful in otk- 
ers they were not. However, the na- 
tives all managed to tide over the win- 
ter. The fish are hung and put in 
caches and are hauled home when re- 
quired after the lake freezes up. Some 
grow potatoes in sufficient quantities 
to last until spring “but there are not 
miany, if averaged the entire papula- 
tion would barely have a six weeks’ 
supply. Since last October some ~ al. 
ways had flour but many of them sel- 
dom enjoyed this luxury. Tea, tobac- 
co and matches they always manage to 
have, no matter which way the wind 
blows. ‘ 

Fur is coming in from the bush, fair- 
ly plentifully, marten being especially 
numerous Mink, lynx and foxes in 
the order named. Bear are rather 
scarce. i re Sh 

‘The winter on the whole has been 
mild enough for good trapping. The 
moose hunt was light. On the other 
hand rabbits have been more plentiful 
and the prospects for grub are promis- 
ing. "Bliss weg Gl 

The jspring is late, it is doubtful if 
the lake will be free from ice before 
June. : fest ger ert 
Cc. C. Fairchild, D. L. S&S, and party 
reached here safely and are now on 
their way to the Smokey river country 
to continue the survey commenced by 
Mr. Fairchild last year.

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Pork Packing Houses. 

Everyone is familiar with the his- 
tory of the wonderful deveiopment of 
the export bacon trade in Canada dur- 
ing the past ten of twelve years. In 
1890 our export of bacon, lard, hams, 
pork, &c., amounted io less than 8,- 
000,000 Lbs.; in 1900 it had risen to 
about 136,000,000 lbs. The province of 
Ontario has been the chief exporter, 
but the time has come when we may 


expect to see a change 1n Uhis respect.; 
Much of Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island is 
admirably adapted to dairying, 4 
branch of farming which is rapidly ex- 
tending from Montreal eastward, a5 
well aji in Omtario. The dairy dita 
tricts produce the class of hog, from 
which the finest Wiltshire bacon is 
made, and ia these districts hogs are 
pat on the market at as low a cost 
per pound as in any section of Canada. 
General dairying and hog growing 
should go together, as_ neither _ will 
venkh its highest paying condition 
without the other. The eastern and 
northern sections of Ontario produce 
a better class of bog than the corn 
belt of western Ontario, or in other 
words, the section of Ontario which 
more clearly resembles Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces in climate and 
grain products, produces the best class 
of bacon. In some respects these pro- 
vinces are better suited than Ontario 
for the development oi this industry. 
Land is generally cheaper, pasturage 
surer, and roots und other crops easily 
raised. Two conditions are necessary 
in order to develop this industry in 
Quebec and the eastern provinces, ¢s- 
pecially the latier,—an abundance of 
coarse grains, which by atteniion to 
agriculture can be profitably produc- 
ed, and the es‘alishmeat of packing 
companies, (or the extension of ihose 
already established), which wili fully 
meet the requirements oi the best mar- 
kets, both at home and abroad. 

During the past year or two, I have 
had frequent requests from other pro- 
vinces tor information regarding the 
establishment of co-operative packing 
factories, such as have recently been 
put up at several points in Ontario. 
he practical results of these co-op- 
erative movements have been demon- 
strated by the Danish farmers, who are 
becoming! mpre ‘and moe - interdsted 
in improving the quality and shape of 
the pig, as through this medium alone 
they have succeeded in placing their 
bacon and pork in a foremost position, 
both for quality and shapliness of side, 
on the Loudon market, while the fact 
of these co-operative factories being 
established all over Denmark, shows 
to what a success they have been 
brought. mi 

There are several points, however, 
that should always be observed, in 
concection with the establishment of 
these pork packing industries on the 
co-operative plan. In the finst place, 
they should be installed as nearly as 
possible along the Danish lines, with 
only farmers as stockhoiders, and each 
one allowed zo hold only a _ limited 
amount of stock. No speculators 
should be permitted to invest in the 
company. in (the next place it is 
absolutely necessary that the individ- 
ual subscriber shall have faith in his 
own company. ‘Tihe practice of iarm- 
ers subscribing stock in these move- 
ments and then selling their hogs to 
the highest bidder, oiten to firms com- 
peting against cheir own company, is 
all wrong, and entirely different from 
the “modus operandi” in Denmark. The 
success of Canadian co-operative tac- 
tories is absolutely regulated and con- 
trolled by the loyaliy of the farmer, 
who has, as yet, scarcely realized the 
importance of qQperating along truly 
cooperative iines. Still another ne- 
cessary feature is that all proxies 
should be concentrated in the hands 
of a council of not more than seven, 
preferably five of the very best men 
among them, brainy, practical —busi-~ 
ness men, who are not likely to be led 
away by fads, or driven from wire 
cele principles by factious opposi- 
ion. : 


A Lesson in Butter Making. 


Department of Agriculiural, 
Ottawa. 
Canada enjoys the unique position of 

being uuable to suffer trom over pro- 
duction as she tops in quality, as she 
can do, all competitors without more 
than the use of ordinary diligence, care, 
and prudence. To get trade a coun- 
try must supply a want; and to make 
that trade permanent that want must 
be supplied at a standard of quality 
puperior to its coropetitors, or at a 
price lower than theirs. Canada pro- 
duces what Great Britain and the rest 
of the world cannot do without; but 
while she sells it at a market rate 
favorable to her customers, she is not 
making the most out of her latent 
material wealth. Her farmers _ and 
and commercial men are not yet edu- 
cated up to the operation. And it is 
not’ grand-motherly legislating for ihe 
agricultural department of the coun- 
try to lead them towards greater pros- 
perity than has been enjoyed hereto- 
fore. 

Frequently one hears complaints 
aboyt white thread-like streaks ap- 
pearing in butter. ‘his is someiimes 
due to errors in the salting and work- 
ing of the butter. If the salt be add- 
ed to the butter while the latter is 
still in the regular condition and noi 
too large quantities at a time, so that 
it may dissolve quickly and be disiri- 
buted throughout ihe mass of butter 
to some extent before working begins, 
there will not be so much trouble trom 
streakiness. If, however, working is 
‘begun before any salt has been added, 
as 1t sometimes the praciice, the sait 
is then thrown on the smooth surface 
from which the water has been remov- 
ed, and the result is that the salt does 
not dissolve readily, but remains for 
some time in a partially dissolved lay- 
er between the suriace of the butter. 
There is, probably, a sort of bleaching 
of the butter by the chemical ‘action 
of the salt in such strong soluiion, the 
effect remaining inthe shape of white 


streaks when the undissolved salt 
finally disappears. 
“Mottled” ‘buiter is a different 


thing altogether, although it is also 
the rasult of not having the salt even- 
ly distriouted throughout the mass of 
butter, either through careless addition 
of the salt, insufficient working, or 
working at unsuitable temperatures. 
The parts which contain ithe most salt 
have the deepest color; this is the nat- 
ural effect of the addition of salt to 
butter in proper quantities. It is 
when the salt and the butter come id- 
gether in layers, and remain so for 
some time, that the bleaching occurs 
which causes the “streakiness.” 


As Mr. J. A. Ruddick, chief of the 


dairying division, has pointed out, time 
after time, the commercial value of 
Canadian butter can in no way be 
more easily advaneed than by paying 
the utmost attention to finish and ap- 
pearance. Use good parchment paper 


iso as to fully protect your produci,.’ 


Avoid slovenliness iz putting up but- 


ter for exportation; use black, not red 
stencilling, because in the British ee 4 
kets red stencilling is the outward an 
visible sign of inward “mill or 
“Jadle stock,” or very inferior grades 
of butter. a wae pas 

By this we do not advise Dia z 
cilling on qualities which really should 
be market red, for if the iactories 
would fellow. the practice of putting a 
distinguishing mark on al] packages 
of dairy produce which is inferior 1s 
quality i: void be greatly Se eat 

“0 any a 3 
yaneaggr’ butter, of passable et 
except a few “culls,” is condem 
wholesale because the trier happens to 
drop on the inferior samples. These 
“culls” are sometimes included among 
the good in the hope that they may es- 
cape detection. ut this has become 
well nigh impossible, and the best ad- 
vice to all is “don’t try it on. 

The possibilities of the export butter 
trade are limited only by the available 
supply, provided the quality be honest- 
ly and constantly maintained at “ex- 
celsior.” This is shown by the fact that 
while in 1890 the export butter trade 
of Canada amounted to only $340,131, 
a year ago it exceeded $5,100.00; and 
the exports of butter in 1901 was near- 
ly double of 1900, and exceeded in value 
those of any previous year. 

During last summer there was a 
falling off in Canadian butter exporis, 
bought about by the comparatively 
high price which our cheese was fetch- 
ing; for as cheese was paying better 
than butter the factory men kept on 
making it. ‘To-day there is a loud cry 
in Great Britain wee tani butter of 
high ality; and, if our dairymen re- 
send: expeditiously, 1902 will be the 
banner year in Dominion history so far 
for butter exports. i 

A need in the butter business is bet- 
ter buildings in the creameries—im- 
provements in construction, in their 
drainage appointments, and in their 
equipment. These changes must be ef- 
fected, or we cannot expect to hold a 
prominent place in the markets against 
our progressive Danish, New Zealand, 
Vietorian and Russian, and other com- 
petitors. t Eee 

lt is necessary, also, io provide for 
pasteurizing the cream from which 
butter is to be made for export. 
Among the various minute and low 
forms of life which are present as 
germs in milk and cream there is that 
constant struggle for survival which 
in a cultivaied field goes on between 
weeds and useful plants. The careful) 
farmer tills the soil to kill the weeds 
and thea sows pure seed for the crop 
he desires. The buttermaker follows 
a similar course when he pasteurizes 
milk or cream, and then puts it into a 
pure “starter” to yield the desired fla- 
vor. Pasteurization does fot destroy 
ali the germs in milk or cream any 
more than cultivation eradicates all 
the, weeds; but it decreases their num- 
ber. Sterilization when efficient de- 
stroys all forms of life; but pasteur- 
ization destroys about ali ol those 
which are injurious to the quality of 
dairy products. The condition thus 
created gives tbe germs oi lermenta- 
tion or souring which are introduced 
by the starter a good chance to be 
come the prevailing if not the only 
ones; so that the ilavors which are 
the results of ripening or souring are 
those characteristic of the germs ot 
the “starter.” The iater treatment 
should be such as to prevent any germs 
which bring about decay or nasty 
flavors irom becoming active in the 
butter; and this is the use of cold stoyr- 
age. i] H 

The process of pasteurizing consists 
of heating the creain to a temperature 
of 158 to 160 degrees Fahr., and cool- 
ing it rapidly to the ripening tempera- 
ture by the use ot some special cool- 
ing apparatus. Wherever this has 
been carried out properly in Canadian 
creameries the resuits have given bei- 
ter keeping qualities to the butter, 
and have remedied faults in flavor in 
cases where taints of various sorts had 
previously been troublesome, 

When only the quality of the butter 
hajs to be considered it is sufficient to 
pasteurize the cream after separation; 
but when it is aiso desired to lessen 
the danger to heat the milk before 
Separation, and cool the skim milk and 
cream afterwards. A temperature 185 
degrees Fahr., is suflicient to destroy 
disease germs likely to be found in 
milk; and whole milk may be heated to 
that temperature, with proper appli- 
ances and handling, without giving any 
objectionable flavor to the buiter 
made from it. 

In making butter from pasteurized 
cream the preparation and use of the 
“fermentation starter” are impertant 
partys of the operutiqn. About wa 
quarts of skim milk are heated to 205 
Fahr., and held at that point for ten 
minutes, after which the milk is cooled 
to 80 degrees Fahr., by pouring from 
one vessel to another, exposed to the 
atmosphere of the butier-making room. 
It is then left in a tightly closed glass 
jar at ordinary atmospheric tempera- 
ture, in summer from 60 to 75 degrees, 
until it is coagulated and has a mild 
lactic acid flavor. This method can 
only be successful when the atmosphere 
to which it its exposed is free from 
germs which cause undesirable odors 
and flavors. When the “culture” as 
this is called, has been  prepared,a 
quantity of skim milk, which is pure, 
sweet and free from taint, should be 
heated to 150 degrees I’ahr., and left 
at that temperature for ten minutes. 
It may then be cooled to a tempera- 
tare of from 60 to 70 degrees lahr., 
when a portion of the “culture,” as al- 
ready described, at the rate of from 5 
to 10 per cent should be added io it, 
and well mixed with it. That is the 
“fermentation fatarter.” It chould be 
left to ripen at a temperature not ex- 
ceeding 70 degrees Kahr. When it has 
become distinctly sour and is nearing 
ihe point of coagulation, further de- 
velopment should be checked by lower- 
ing: the temperature, ‘The ‘“‘stiarter” 
may be added to the cream at the rate 
of cream to be ripened. In every cuse 
of from 3 to 6 per cent of thei yjuantity 
where the cream has become tainted, 
if the taint be of fermentation ori- 
gin a larger quantity than usual of 
the fermentation “starter” should be 
added. This will check the taint and 
leave the particular fermentation of 
the “starter” to be the prevailing one 
in the cream and butter. To be most 
effective the “starter” should be add- 
edi to the cream very soon after it has 
oonguiated. After that point bas 
been reached it deteriorates in activity 
as a “starter” and undesirable flavors 
are apt to develop in it.

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MR McCAULEY’S MEETING. 

Robertson Hall was well filled by the 
meeting called for Mr. McCauley _and 
his supporters on Saturday night. 
Mayor Short, who occupied the chair, 
invited the other candidates or their 
representatives to a seat on the plat- 
torm. Messrs. Villeneuve, Tims and 
McKinlay, took advantage of the in- 
vitation. \ : 

The chairman annouaced that Mr. 
McCauley would open the proceedings 
and that the opposition would then be 
permitted to address the meeting, each 
speaker to be allowed balf an hour, and 
the meeting would close by Mr. Mer 
Cauley replying. ‘ 

When Mr. McCauley rose he was 
greeted with rounds of applause. He 
stated that he felt it his duty, as a 
claimant for a seat at Regina, 1o 
come before the electors and explain 
his views. He announced that he was 
an out and out supporter of the Haul- 
tain government and for that reajsor 
wals able to procure what he asked 
from the government. 

Referring to the campaign meetings 
Mr. McCauley informed his hearers 
that, prior to any appoinimer ts he had 
called on Mr. Secord and offered to ar- 
range joint meeetings; Mr. Secord to 
have the privilege of speaking first or 
second, us he chose. This offer was de- 
clined. He regretted Mr. Secord’s ab- 
sence to-night. Mr. McCauley now. 
proceeded to review his own course for 
the past seven years. He said he had 
supported the government because the 
ablest and best men at Regina were at 
the, head of affairs, The various or- 
dinances passed during the term were 
touched on. Some explanation was 
given as to the operation of the one 
bearing on local improvements. It was 
explained how the “large local im- 
provement ordinance aiiected the big 
corporations such as the H. B. Co. and 
the C. P. R.;this ordinance was origin- 
ally devised so that the big corpora- 
tions should be taxed. An explanation 
was given regarding the lawsuit be- 
tween the government and the H. B. 
Co., re said. taxes and the final — ar- 
rangement whereby a comproniuse was 
made, the H. B. Co. agreeing to pay 
$31,000 for past years and submitiing 
to the ordinance for the future. This 
year, said Mr. McCauley, the H. B. Co’s 
taxes amounted to $61,000. A refer- 
ence was made to the large tracts of 
land owned by Messrs. McDougall & 
Secord, who. would doubtiess have to 
pay taxes. The speaker held that the 
government deserved credit for their 
action, moreover arrangements are 
made for the expenditure of those mou- 
ies on local improvements in the dis- 
tricts in which the taxes are levied. 

Mr. McCauley claimed that the work 
done, by the agriculture department 
had assisted the farmers in the Terri- 
tories, who are now placed nearly on a 
par with the farmers of Ontario. As 
any thoroughbred stock can be brought 
in for $5.00 per head and as a result of 
this the stock through the ccuntry is 
much improved. They had also estab- 
lished a stock show, and sale; held at 
Calgary, where farmers could exhibit 
and dispose of their thoroughbreds. The 
noxious weed, importation of seed 
grain and the fence and pound ordin- 
ances were also referred to. As chair- 
man of the agricultural committee the 
speaker claimed that more work had 
been accomplished by that committee 
than by any other at Regina. Thenext 
explanation was his stand regarding 
the| division pf the Territaridsy, Br. 
McCauley said he had been accused of 
voting against two provinces. This 
was aot true. The oppasition said that 
the Territories should be divided initio 
two provinces. Had it been divided in- 
to a north and south province, the 
boundary of the south province would 
have been at the Athabasca Landing, 
but they were not of one mind ‘and 
could not agree. Had that division 
been made we would be in the same 
position as we are now. During the 
discussion, “I held I did not think it 
“was a question of territory, but it 
““wals one of terms and I believe the 
“majority were of the same mind, and 
“T am of opinion that no division 
“should be made until the terms are 
“decided on; if J am wrong in this 
“there are twenty-three others in the 
same, position.” 

Mr. McCauley now spoke on the road 
ordinance claiming it wais a benefit to 
every person in the country, and that 
he had heard of, but one complaint, 
this was in the case of Robert Kelly, 
which would be settled satisfactorily. 
In two thousand cases not an appeal 
had been made. In the same ordinance 
a farmer could dig a ditch for drain- 
age across his neighbor’s land. Since 
this law came into force there had been 
thirteen hundred and fifty oases of 
which thirteen hundred had been set- 
tled amicably, { ¢ 

Now as to the registry office, Mr. 
McCauley said what he asked for was 
the control of the registry offices, not 
for the removal “the man who says 
that says what is not true! I was in 
the confidence of the government and 
knew the office would not be removed, 
ie here yet and the staff is increas 

An increase in the salaries of the 
ministers was voted for because these 
men were good men, and were worth 
the money. Had the oppasition been in 
power Mr. McCauley would § have 
agreed to reduce their salaries. 

Ajs to cutting off the roads to Ed- 
monton,—this statement is misleading; 
you know, said the speaker, it is not 
true, but probably Mr. Vil- 
leneuve can explain. “I claim 
more money has been spent in 
my district than in any other around 
Edmonton. Mr: McCauley explained 
that he had on occasioas voted against 


ment and ‘had: propdsed 
sped aes and had moreoiver carried 
them through—that was more than the 
opposition had done. He hid done this 
sometimes much against the wish of 
the government. 

Mr. McCauley referred to his long 
residence, of 22 years, In Edmonton; 
saying that he still resided here and 
will continue to do so, and if elected, 
if he wanted to leave for Beaver lake, 
he would resign and was willing to put 
up a bond for $5,000 to that effect. 

At the close of this address the aud- 
ience signified their approval by ap- 
plauding. 

Me. Villeneuve now came forward on 
behalf of Mr. R. Secord and apologized 
for that gentleman’s unavoidable ab- 
sence and announcing that Mr. Secord 
would be present at his own nieeting 
to be held on Tuesday night. 

Mr. Villeneuve Tegesie i 

ating that when conversl 

pees: aoe days ago he had told _ 
McCauley he would not offer himsel 
at the coming election and that Mr. 
McCauley had stated he would not run, 
but that he was iooking for a good 
man. Well he had found himself. Mr. 
McCauley says he did not vote against 
the two provinces. It is sure the ap- 
position did not. I think that Messrs. 
Sifton and Bulyea do not regret this 
they were only fcaling the government. 
Mr. Haultain and his subservient fol- 
lowers with Mr. McCauley voted for 
one big province, “I say the first thing 
to settle is the question of provinces 
not of terms.” SE tees 

The speaker said that Mr. auley 
takes the credit for every good thing 
done by the house. “The opposition: 

does nat vote against good measures. 
I do notisay Mr Secord will be on, the 
ition. He will go to Regina asan 
independent.” : 

Continuing Mr. Villeneuve said as to 
the Edmonton registry ofiice,—had the 
measure carried the six offices would 
have merged into two. “If Mr. Mc- 
Cauley had the promise of the govern- 
ment the member for Calgary and the 
member for MacLeod had the same 

promise. Edmonton has not got the 
“pull.” Calgary has the C. P. R, and 
power behind it,—Mr. McCauley’s ac- 
tion was at least dangerous.” 


The speaker claimed it was the duty 


of the government to attend to our 
business and keep out of _ politics. 
There are no politics in Our govern- 


mant. “I was not elected on theissue of 
provincial automony, nor was Mr. Mc- 
Cauley, therefore it is the people who 
must issue the mandate. Mr. Clif- 
ford Sifton in the federal house, stated 
that the government would not grant 
provincial autonomy and that the Ner- 
thwest government had not been badly 
treated and that an understanding 
had been arrahged, to last three or 
four years. i ¢ 

The question, Mr. Villeneuve said, be- 
fore the electors now, is to decide if 
Mr. McCauley has done his duty. Re- 
ferring to the road ordinance the 
speaker claimed that the owner of the 
land should have the right, to appeal. 

Mr. Villeneuve now, in reference to 
the sum of $100, granted last year for 
the repairs of the Si. Albert road, ac- 
cused Mr. McCauley of indifference and 
neglect of attention to that matier 
for the express purpose of injuring him. 

In concluding Mr. Villeneuve allud- 
ed to the capability of Mr. Secord and 
urged the electors to support him as 
against McCauley. b 

M. McKinlay followed in a_ perfect 
whirlwind, of oratory calling forth ap- 
plause and laughter in turns. He posed 
as the representative of the poor farm- 
er, who was compelled to wade and 
flounder through mud holes, and at the 
end of the year perhaps have fifty 
cents to put in the bank, and these are 
the poor people who are called upon to 
putup $5,000 for the -premier to attend 
a show lasting five hours, and to “see 
a man dressed in ribbons or rags.” Af- 
ter dilating in a Johnsonian style on 
various points Mr. McKinlay thought, 
in <pite of all former m:ilidmixistration 
that with good representation (either 
Mr. Brox or Mr. Secord, he did not 
state which,) that this country, by the 
end of the next 10 years would be:the 
best of all the provinces of Canada. 

Mr. McCauley now addressed the 
meeting in. defence, explaining the dif- 
ferent points brought out by the op- 
position. He then asked the electors 
to judge him by his past public record, 
comparing his own record with that of 
Mr. Secord when he served them as a 
member of the Edmonton town coun- 
cil. If they were satisfied he had done 
his duty then he expected their support 
on polling day. ‘ ‘ 

Three cheers were given for McCau- 
ley and the meeting broke up. 

A good gathering of Mr. Secord’s 
supporters were present. It is but 
fair to state that the ineeting was con- 
ducted with the greatest decorum and 
wals one of the most orderly campaign 
gatherings ever held.
